Niagara Palls.—The bodies of nine 
American soldiers who were killed in 
the battle of Lundy's Lane have been 
reinterred near the spot where they

means of buttons and accoutrements as 
members of the Ninth Ignited States 
Infantry.

hog-growers for the counties of North¬ 
ern California was held here last week. 
Delegates were present from many of 
the neighboring counties. The main 
feature of the convention was a lecture 
by Dr. A. R. Ward of the Agricultural 
experiment Station at Berkeley, who 
had previously examined into the hog 
disease here by post-mortem examina¬ 
tion. He said that these proved that 
the disease was nothing more than hog 
cholera. He recommended that serum 
he used and a strict quarantine ob¬ 
served.

The feeder should study to give cows 
us great variety of food as possible. 
They love a variety as well as we do, 
and if allowed freedom to get a vari¬ 
ety. will have it, and do much better 
than if confined to one or two kinds of 
feed, no matter how good those foods

All cows do not want to be fed alike. 
Cows that are inclined to put on fat 
should he fed less of the carbohydrates, 
such us is contained in corn; and more 
protein food, like gluten food, oil- 
meal, buckwheat middlings, etc., 
while those that are inclined to milk 
down too thin should lie fed more corn 
or other carbonaceous food.

SKELETON UNEARTHED. 

Evidence That the Body Wa» Not Properly 
interred and Murder li Suggested. 

Stockton.—Workmen excavating for 
foundations for a building at Saint 
Joneph's Home, just outside the north¬ 
ern limits of ’town, to-day unearthed 
the skeleton of a human being three 
feet underground. The bones were

When Roosevelt had lost his girl wife 
and was seeking solace In a European 
trip, he met Miss Carow. When he re¬ 
turned to America they began a cor¬ 
respondence. Their engagement fol¬ 
lowed and they were married in 1886. 
Between Alice Roosevelt—the only 
child of his first marriage—and her 
father’s second wife there has been al¬ 
ways the warmest affection; and her 
husband’s sisters have been Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s most Intimate friends. 

Like her husband. Mrs. Roosevelt 
has a pronounced literary bent. She 
is an omnivorous reader, an accom¬ 
plished linguist and a keen student.
